N  Earthquake  is  a  (baking  of  the  Earth,  caufed  of 
Wind  and  Exhalations ,  inclofed  within  the  caves 
of  the  Earth,  and  can  find  no  paflage  to  break 
forth,  or  elfe  fo  narrow  a  way  that  it  cannot  foon 
enough  be  delivered,.  .  . . v  J. 

Wherefore,  with  great  force,  and  violence  it  breaketh 
our,  and  one  while  (haketh  the  Earth,  another  whilerend- 
eth  and  cìeaveth  the  fame:  fometimes  it  cafteth  up  the 
Earth  a  great  height  into  the  Air,  and  fometime  itcaufeth 
the  fame  to  (ink  a  great  depth  down,  fwallowing  both 
Cities  and  Xow4nsryea,-  and  alfo  mighty  great  Mountains, 
leaving  in  the  place  where  they  flood  nothing  but  great 
holes  of  an  unknown  depth,  or  elfe  great  Lakes  of  Water. 

Divers  Authors  write  diver  fly  of  the  kinds  of  Earth¬ 
quakes,  fome  making  more  and  Tome  lefs,  but  we  (hall  be 
content  at  this  time  to  comprehend  them  in  four  forts. 

The  fir  ft.  kind  js,  when  the  Earth  is  fha-kep  .laterally,-  to 
one  fide,  which  is,  when  thè  whole  force  of  the  wind  dri- 
veth  to  one  place,  and  there  is  no  other  contrary  motion 
to  let  it.  This  Wind,  if  it  be  not  great,  (haketh  the  Earth, 
that  it  trembleth  as  a  man  that,  hath  a  fit  of  an  Ague,  and 
doth  no  more  harm:  but  if  it  be  great  and  violent,  it 
loofeth  the  foundations  of  all  Buildings,  be  they  never  fo 
ftrong,  and  overthroweth  whole  Cities,  but  efpecially 
the  great  Buildings,  and  not  only  fuch  Buildings,  but  fome¬ 
times  alfo  cafteth  down  great  Hills,  that  cover  and  over¬ 
whelm  all  the  Valievs  under  them.  Many  noble  and  great

Of  Earth  qmfys,  &c. 

Cities  have  been  overthrown  by  this  kind  of  Earthquake, 
It  is  written, that  twelve  of  the  moft  beautifull  Cities, and 
nioft  fumptuous  Buildings  in  all  Afta,  were  overthrown 
and  utterly  deftroyed  with  an  Earthquake,  How  often 
Antiochia ,  yea,  within  (hort  time,  was  deftroyed,  they 
which  have  read  the  Hiftories  can  teftifie. 

How  terrible  was  the  Earthquake  that  fhook  Conftan- 
t inopie  a  whole  year  together,  that  the  Emperour  and  all 
the  people  were  fain  to  dwell  abroad  in  the  fields  under 
tents  and  pavilions,  for  fear  their  houfes  would  fall  on 
their  heads.  It  is  recorded  in  the  Chronicles,  and  worthy 
to  be  remembred. 

The  fecond  kind  is,  when  the  Earth  with  great  violence 
is  lifted  up,  fo  that  the  Buildings  are  like  to  fall,  and  by 
and  by  finketh  down  again:  this  is,  when  all  the  force  of 
the  Winds  drive  to  get  upward,  after  the  nature  of  gun¬ 
powder,  and  finding  fomeway  to  be  delivered  out  of  bon¬ 
dage,  the  Earth  that  was  hoifted  up,  returneth  to  his  old 
place. 

The  third  kind  is,  a  gaping,  rending,  or  cleaving  of  the 
Earth,  when  the  Earth  finketh  down,  and  fwalloweth  up  • 
Cities,  and  Towns,  with  Caftles  and  Towers,  Hills  and 
Rocks,  Rivers  and  Floods,  fo  that  they  be  never  feen  again. 

Yea,  the  Sea  in  feme  places  hath  been  drunk  up,  fo  that 
tnen  might  have  gone  over  on  foot,  until  the  time  of  Tide 
or  Flood  returning  covered  the  place  with  Waters  again.. 
But  in  the  Land  where  this  Earthquake  fwalloweth  up 
any  City  or  Country,  there  appeareth  nothing  in  the  place 
thereof,  but  a  marvellous  wide  and  deep  gulpb  or  hole. 
Ari  ft  die  maketh  mention  of  divers  Places  and  Regions 
that  were  overthrown  with  this  kind  of  Earthquake. 

The  fourth  kind  is,  when  great  Mountains  are  cafi:  up 
out  of  the  Earth,  or  elfe  when  fome  part  of  the  land  fink- 

e.h  down,  and  inftead  thereof  arife  Rivers,  Lakes,  or

Fires,  breaking  out  with  fmoke  and  aGies.  It  caufeth  alio 
overflowings  of  the  Sea,  when  the  Sea  bottom  is  lifted  up, 

and  by  this  means  arife  many  lflands  in  the  Sea  that  never 

were  feen  before.  Thefe  and  other  fuch  miracles  are  often 
found  in  the  Writers  of  Hiftories,  and  alfo  m  the  P htlo- 
fipkers ,  as  Ariftotle,  Seneca,  and  Plmte. 

J  Ne verthelefs,  the  effeas  of  fome,  as  moft  notable,  it  will 

not  be  unprofitable  to  recite.  Plato  in  his  Dialogue  enti- 
ruled  Timers,  maketh  mention  by  the  way  of  a  wonder- 
full  Earthquake,  whereby  not  only  Africa  was  ren  a- 
funder  from  Europe  and  Afta,  (  as  it  is  indeed  at  this  day, 
except  a  little  neck  by  the  red  Sea,)  the  Sea  entnng  be¬ 
tween  them,  that  now  is  called  Mare  Mediterranean  :  but 
alfo  a  wonderfull  great  Ifland,  which  he  affirmeth,  was 
greater  than  Africa  and  Afra  both,  called  Atlantis,  wal¬ 
lowed  up,  and  covered  by  the  Waters,  mfomuch,  that 
on  the  Sea  called  Atlanticun,  for  a  great  while  after,  no 
fhio  could  fail,  by  reafon  that  the  fame  huge  Sea,  by  re- 
folution  of  the  Earth  of  that  mighty  Ifland  was  all  turned 

intThTfamoas  Ifle  of  Sicilia  was  alfo  fometime  a  part  of 
Italy,  and  by  Earthquake  rent  afunder  from  it.  Seneca. 
maketh  mention  of  two  lflands,  Theron  and l  T&tm,  that 
in  his  time  firft  appeared.  It  Ihould  feem,  both  by  Anfto- 
tle  and  Herodotus,  that  Egypt  in  ancient  time  was  a  Gu  ph 
of  the  Sea,  and  by  Earthquake,  made  a  dry  Land.  Durmg 
the  Reign  of  Tiberius  the  Emperour,  twelve  notable  Ci¬ 
ties  of  A  fta  were  overthrown  in  one  Night, 

Many  other  Examples  of  Earthquakes  that  have  hap- 
pend  in  former  Ages  might  here  be  inferted,  but  for  bre 
vity  fake  I  omit  them,  and  referr  you  to  the  enfuing  Re 
lation,  which  is  of  no  longer  date  than  June  lalt.

AS  the  Secrets  of  the  Divine  Judgments 
cannot  be  penetrated  by  any  Humane 
Underftanding,  foifit  fometimes  dif- 
courieth  of  them,  it  falls  into  a  thoufand 
Errors,  and  never  hits  the  mark  ;  and  when 
it  thinks  to  have  penetrated  into  the  molt 
hidden  Arcana s  of  Gods  Works,  it  finds  its 
felf  overwhelm’d  in  a  profound  darknefs  of 
grofs  Ignorance,  that  fo  every  one  may  learn 
not  to  endeavour  to  know  more  than  is  con»

venient  for  them  :  for  if  Tome  Icarus  fliould 
pretend  with  the  Vanities  of  his  own  Capa-. 
citVj  to  lurpafs  the  immence  diftances  of  toe 
Divine  Operations,  he  will  find  himfelf  pre¬ 
cipitated  into  a  Chaos  of  perpetual  Ignomi¬ 
nies.  The  World,  as  it  fpheres  by  Fortune, 
rouls  continually  •  and  therefore,  to  Day  thou 
(halt  fee  it  a  dead  Corps,  and  little  lefs  than 
rotten  and  to  Morrow  thou  fhalt  fee  it  ri* 
fen  to*  new  Glories:  Cities  dye,  Bodies  of 
Monarchies  dye,  moldring  away  until  they 
leave  no  remembrance  of  them.  .  Give  a  glance 
with  your  Eye  on  the  Monarchies  of  the 
Jjfirians ,  the  Medes)  the  Verfeans,  the  Grecians 
and  Romans  ;  and  you  diali  find  that  of  the 
great  Bodies  of  Empires  which  they  were, 
they  changed  into  Cadavers,  and  terminated 
into  nothing.  To  find  out  the  caule  of  fuch 
like  Ruins  is  not  in  the  power  of  Humane 
Knowledge,  but  we  ought  to  content  our 
jelves  with  the  alone  Contemplation  of  fo 
many  Viciffitudes,  as  proceeding  from  the 
Elands  of  the  Supreme  Agent  :  He  dilpoles 
at  his  Pleafure  of  ail  the  Creation,  and 
will  not  that  any  one  ask  him  why  he  does 
it.  Thefe  changes  of  Scenes  are  beheld  aj 
prefent  in  Tuples }  which  City  being  the  en¬ 
fi  .  Iy

ly  of  Europe  for  the  many  favours  of  Nature 
and  Fortune,  and  the  greateft  of  Heaven,  is 
the  alone  Pilgrimage  for  thofe  who  would 
fee  in  a  City  the  Beauties  of  all  Europe  Epi¬ 
tomiz’d  :  The  Mountain  VeffuVm,  which  is 
near  it,  and  often  with  whirling  Flames,  as 
it  were  a  two- edg’d  Sword,  fhews  it,  (the 
Fire  preferving  it  )  Paradife  ;  the  Syrenejfea 
wafheth  the  foot  of  it,  where  among  the 
Caves  of  the  Sea  of  fauflipM  and  Mer gellina 
were  buried  the  ancient  Relifts  of  Monarchs. 
The  River  Sebetus  affords  ic  very  healthful 
Waters,  the  Winter  approaches  it  not  io  as 
to  difturb  it,  but  only  to  temperate  the  Sea- 
fon  j  in  this  Air  the  Spring  is  never  difturbed 
by  the  Is forth  Wind,  it  only  enjoys  fo  much 
Rain  as  to  make  the  Ground  fruitful,  and 
render  the  Country  abundant. 

But  behold  on  a  fudden,  fo  great  Imbel- 
lifhments  changed  into  Horror,  and  that  Ci¬ 
ty,  which  calls  its  felf  the  Garden  of  the 
M’iftrifs-like  Italy,  little  lefs  than  pulled  up 
by  the  Roots  j  the  Beauty  of  its  Palaces  de¬ 
formed,  the  Magnificency  of  its  Edifices 
proftrate  to  the  Ground,  abandoned  by  its 
Citizens,  and  on  the  point  to  remain  defo¬ 
late,  if  the  Proteftion  of  the  Almighty  do

not  fecure  it  To  as  not  to  fear  any  new  Cha- 
ftifements.  ' 

2 Naples  then  on  Saturday  the  Fifth  of  the  Month 
of  June  laft  part,  from  its  natural  ferenity  of 
Climate,  was  reduced  to  the  horrour  of  an 
unheard  of  Cataftrophe,  fince  that  the  fierce 
Earthquake  which  hapned  about  the  one  and 
twentieth  Flour  of  the  fame  Day,  feemed  to 
threaten  its  final  Diftrudtion  •  for  though  in¬ 
deed  it  lafted  but  for  a  fhort  time ,  however 
fuch  was  the  Agitation,  that  the  Ruines  cau~ 
fed  by  it  requires  Ages  and  immenfe  Treafures 
to  repair  them. 

The  firft  and  moft  lamentable  Spectacle 
which  prefented  it  felf  to  the  fight  of  the  Ci¬ 
tizens,  (who  beheld  it  not  without  an  abun¬ 
dant  profufion  of  Tears  )  was  that  which  com» 
.  pos’d  the  Ruines  of  the  rich  and  fingular 
Church  of  the  profeft  Houle  of  the  Fathers 
of  the  company  call’d  2{ew  Jefia  •  the  great 
(jupola,  with  two  other  collateral  being  fallen  ; 
the  firft  was  painted  by  the  famous  Cavalier 
Lanfranco ,  of  whofe  Pencil  only  are  remain¬ 
ing  untouch’d  the  firft  four  Angles,  which  re- 
prefent  the  four  Evangelifts,  and  one  of  the 
two  laft  was  painted  by  John  (Bellardino ,  called 
the  Qcilntn,  and  the  other  by  the  famous  L«- 

...  •  "  CA 
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ea  Cordano,  now  living,  befides  all  the  remain.- 
der  of  the  Church  is  in  a  manner  open’d,  and 
the  Covering  of  the  great  Chappel  of  St.  Igna.- 
tini,  painted  by  ‘Beldams,  is  totally  ruined: 
Moreover,  the  Houle  is  fhaken  and  hurt  to 
fuch  a  degree,  that  thofe  Fathers  do  doubt 
whether  they  may  be  able  to  inhabit  it  with¬ 
out  expofing  themfelves  to  the  manifeft  dan¬ 
ger  of  being  buried  under  the  Ruines.  The 
Fathers  'Bruno  and  Bertone ,  who  were  confel- 
fing  in  the  Church,  and  one  Brother  Sexton ,. 
were  all  three  killed,  only  the  ftrft  had  the 
time  to  receive  the  Sacraments,  he  being  mt- 
raculoufly  half  alive  drawn  out  from,  under 
the  Ruines.  The  number  of  the  Seculars 
that  perifhed  is  not  yet  known,  for  that  they  ' 
remain  buried  amongft  the  fallen  Stones,  be¬ 
ing  certainly  known,  that  amongft  them  is 
buried  a  Cavalier  of  the  Houfe  of  Borgia ,  who 
that  day  had  terminated  his  Spiritual  Ex- 
ercifes  with  the  fall  of  this  Church.  All  Peo¬ 
ple  judged  that  for  that  time  the  Fury  of 
Heaven  had  ceafed,  for  that  every  one  efteem- 
ed  the  Divine  Anger  to  be  fatisfted  in  throw* 
ing  to  the  ground  the  principal  Miracle  of; 
Europe  ;  but  becaufe  this  was  a  Chaftilement 
which  wounded  Naples  to  remind  it  of  fome 


I 
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part  Error,  and  that  it  fhould  amend  for  the 
future,  it  p  affé  di  onwards  with  its  blows, 
finking  the  Church  of  Si.  Vaul  of  the  Teamnsy 
which° fu,ffered  notably,  all  the  Porch  being 
fallen,  and  part  of  the  Columns,  which  were 
eight,  of  which  only  three  remain  (landing, 
which  Will  be  taken  down,  whilft  thofe  that 
fell  have  caufcd  a  deplorable  heap  of  Ruines, 
with  the  death  of  many,  there  being  hitherto 
dig  d  out  only  twenty  eight,  and  thole  had  not 
perifhed,  but  that  they  rann  into  the  (aid 
Church  for  fafety.  Here  was  that  fa  much 
celebrated  Temple  of  Cajior  and  Tollux,  where 
St.  Feter  the  Apolide  in  palling  by  caufed  the 
Idols  to  fall  to  the  Ground  in  pieces  ;  and 
this  was  one  of  the  mod  confpicuous  Anti¬ 
quities  that  was  feen  in  this  City. 

In  the  Convent  of  the  Holy  Apoftles,  like- 
wife  belonging  to  the  Fathers  Teatians ,  are  fal¬ 
len  three  Dormitories  newly  built,  the  Con¬ 
gregation  and  two  Belfries  joyning  to  the 
Clock  :  In  the  fall  of  the  faid  Dormitories 
there  hath  been  ruined  a  contiguous  Palace. 
But  here  is  to  be  noted  for  a  fingular  prodigy, 
that  in  the  Cells  there  were  at  that  time  on¬ 
ly  two  Fathers,  whofe  Chambers  were  in  the 
two  Andes  of  the  Dormitories,  and  though 
°  all 
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all  the  reft  fell,  thefe  two  remained  untouch’d, 
out  of  which  they  came  down  by  Ladders. 

There  is  like  wife  fallen  the  Church  of  the 
Nuns  of  St.  Gaudwfus ,  the  Marble  Pulpit  of 
the  Cathedral-;  with  a  great  part  of  the  Cro> 
f,er ,  where  was  the  Chappel  and  the  Sepul¬ 
chre  of  the  defundt  Archbifhop  Caracciolo,  and 
all  the  Coverings  are  open.  Of  the  Palace  of 
Macedonio,  neat  the  Guglia  of  it.  Dominick,  the 
greater  part  of  the  Corner  is  fallen,  three 
Pcrfons  being  killed  as  they  paffed  by  in  the 
Street  ;  the  violence  of  which  Ruine  having 
cauled  two  great  Balconies  of  Madie  Lon 

that  were  under  it,  to  fall. 

We  omit  many  other  Churches  which  have 

greatly  fufferecj,  to  wit,  the  Cupola  of  the 
Treafures  of 'St.  Gemmo.  That  of  S  t.  Mary 
the  greater, -of  the  Patheis  LLinotiis,  called  thu 
Half  Stone,’  is  in  fuch  a  manner  opened  and 
crack’d,  that  in  touching  one  Stone  of  it  to 
mend  it,  the  whole  certainly  would  fail. 
That  of  the  Royal  Monaftery  of  St.  Clair , 
which  is  one  of  the  moft  famous  Ifles  or  a.  Term 
pie  that  are  in  Italy ,  St.  T  kef  a  or  the  na.i-.cd 
feet,  St.  Martin  of  the  Cartbufians ,  the  Crofs 
of  Luca  of  the  Nuns ,  the  Tower  of  the  Car -

vùTttes,  the  Church  of  St.  Uavy  of  the  truth, 
of  the  Ago  firn  bare-footed,  are  in  a  manner 
wholly  ruined,  with  a  private  Hall,  and  a 
double  Dormitory.  If  thofc  Fathers  will 
have  any  fervice  of  it,  they  muft  pull  it  down 
and  rebuild  it. 

The  Church  of  St.  Severino ,  of  the  BenedU 
[lines,  with  the  Dormitories,  that  of  the  fn- 
iiufika,  that  of  D.  Alvina  of  the  'Njms,  the 
Health  of  the  Dominicans,  all  thefe,  and  others, 
which  for  brevity  are  omitted,  remain  open’d 
to  fuch  a  degree,  that  to  repair  them  will  re¬ 
quire  vaft  Riches  :  In  fine,  there  has  been  no 
Edifice  which  has  not  fuft'ered  a  great  fha- 
king  ;  the  Concuffion  having  been  fuch,  that 
in  many  Churches  the  Bells  have  rung  of 
themfclves.  Againft  fuch  a  direful  Misfortune 
there  was  no  other  Remedy  but  to  fly  to  the 
Churches,  and  his  Excellency,  our  ft ce*%oyy 
was  the  fir  ft  gave  the  Example  ;  who,  fpur’d 
by  his  natural  Piety  and  Chriftian  Goodnefs, 
went  prefently  to  the  Church  of  the  Carme¬ 
lites,  where  was  unveil’d  the  miraculous  Cru¬ 
cifix,  and  continued  for  divers  days  to  im¬ 
plode  the  Divine  Aififtance  in  fuch  eminent 
Dangers  ;  as  like  wife  did  his  Eminency  the 

'  Cardinal  Archbifhop,  who  gave  away  his  Au¬ 
thority

thority  to  the  Confeffors  to  abfolve  all  Ca¬ 
fes  ;  l’uch  was  the  Terror  fixt  in  the  Hearts 
of  the  Citizens,  as  thinking  this  to  be  the 
laft  day  of  their  Lives,  they  confeft  themfeves 
publickly  :  others  walking  about  the  City, 
cryed  with  a  loud  Voice,  Miferecordia.  The 
Religious  Men  coming  out  with  the  Millions 
to  exhort  the  People  to  Repentance  for  eve¬ 
ry  one  of  their  Sins.  But  that  which  great¬ 
ly  mov’d  Compaffion,  was,  to  fee  an  infinite 
number  of  Virgins  with  their  Hair  about 
their  Heads,  who  went  about  the  Streets  in 
Proceflion,  crying  (  Men  and  Children  doing 
the  fame,  covered  with  Afhes  and  weighty 
Croffes  )  endeavouring  by  their  innocent  Tears 
to  mitigate  the  Divine  Wrath,  manifefted  in 
fo  fevere  a  Chaftifement  ;  Tor  which  the  Ci¬ 
tizens  being  with  Reafon "afraid,  and  doubt- 
ing  left  the  Earthquake  flaould  return,  as  in¬ 
deed  it  did  feveral  times  in  thefe  days,  tho’ 
without  new  damage;  fome  abandoning  their 
ow'n  Houfes,  went  to  repofe  on  the  Sea-ihore 
of  Chiaia ,  at  the  Largo  of  the  Caftle,  and 
of  the  Spirito  SanSto ,  and  in  all  other  Places 
where  they  might  not  become  offended  by 
the  Ruines  of  the  Edifices.  Others  flept  in 
Coaches,  others  under  Aunings  and  Huts  :  In 
*•  C  •  fine, 
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fine,  there  was  nothing  elfe  feen  any  where 
but  Confufion  and  Horror  ;  and  this  was  in- 
creafed  by  the  feeing  the  Religious  Perfons 
in  Proceffion,  covered  with  Afhes,  loaden  with 
Chains,  with  Stones  hanging  about  their 
Necks,  a  fight  which  drew  from  the  moft 
inferiour  of  the  Hearts  abundance  of  Tears, 
which  has  likewife  ferv’d  for  an  incentive  to 
many  Strumpets  to  abandon  their  w’icked  Lives, 
and  to  return  into  the  way  of  Salvation,  re¬ 
tiring  themfelvcs  into  Monafteries,  and  other 
Pious  Places,  until  fuch  time  a  Place  for  fuch 
purpofe  be  compleated,  which  is  defigned  by 
the  Piety  of  charitable  Perfons,  His  Excel¬ 
lency  the  Vice-Roy  never  abandon’d  his  Re- 
fidence,  it  concerning  him  to  wratch  for  the 
publick  Government  ;  and  his  goings  abroad 
have  been  only  Ufom  the  Palace  to  the  Car¬ 
melites  Church,  an  A£fion  which  hath  enlight- 
ned  the  Zeal  of  every  one  to  imitate  him, 
and  not  to  abandon  the  City,  which  other- 
wife  would  have  been  depopulated  ;  befides 
■  his  publick  going  about  the  Streets  fevcral 
times  to  view  the  Ruines,  and  animate  the 
People  with  his  Prefence  ;  and  to  prevent  any 
Damages-  or  Diforders  that  might  happen  in 
the  lilce  Conjunctures.  Having  called  the  co¬ 
lateral 
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lateral  Councils,  he  caufed  feveral  Orders, 
worthy  of  his  Prudence,  to  be  lent  out,  par¬ 
ticularly  fufpending  the  Priviledge  of  Play, 
until  a  new  Order  from  Spain  ;  for  though 
the  thing  be  indifferent,  yet  the  Malice  of 
Men,  with  the  tye  of  Avarice,  and  the  defire 
of  Gain,  were  the  caufe  of  infinite  Enormi¬ 
ties.  His  Excellency  has  allo  caufed  a  gene¬ 
ral  vifit  to  be  made  in  the  Prifons  of  the  Vi¬ 
caria,  and  other  Prifons,  for  feveral  days  to¬ 
gether  ;  and  ordered  the  Punifhments  of  fe¬ 
veral  condemn’d  Perfons  to  be  lelìèned;  he 
Iikewife  commanded  that  the  price  of  Iron 
and  Timber  be  not  altered,  but  that  it  be 
fold  at  the  former  price,  to  prevent  frauds  in 
the  Sellers,  who  in  the  prefent  Necefficies  had 
doubled  the  prices  ;  and  as  for  Labourers, 
that  they  do  not  pretend  more  Wages  than 
ufual.  And  becaufe  the  great  Palace  of  the 
Vicaria  has  fullered  in  feveral  parts  of  it,  to 
avoid  the  fad  Inconveniency  by  the  bringing 
together  a  numerous  People  in  thofe  rooms, 
he  hath  hitherto  fufpended  the  Tribunals.  In 
fine,  the  Houfes  and  Palaces  being  all  opened, 
befides  thofe  that  are  fallen,  nothing  elfe  is 
minded  but  the  repairing  of.  them.  But  let 
us  turn  our  Eye  from  the  domeftick  Ruines, 

C  2  to 
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to  thofe  abroad,  for  if  here  we  lament,  all 
laughter  abroad  is  banifh’d  in  all  thole  Places 
where  this  rigorous  Scourge  hath  been  felt. 

At  firfl:  light  is  reprefented  a  doleful  Tra-- 
gedy  of  the  demolished  Gity  of  Bene<ventmty 
no  more  that  ancient  Sannia ,  celebrated  in  Hi- 
ftories,  but  a  heap  of  Stones,  it  being  all  le¬ 
velled,  except  the  Tower  of  the  Cathedral  * 
fo  that  the  fineft  Epitaph  might  be  there 
written,  Here  was  Beneventani^  there  not  be¬ 
ing  one  ftone  left  upon  another  ;  therefore 
•k  is  efteem’d  miraculous,  that  notwithftanding 
the  total  Ruines  of  the  City,  all  its  Citizens 
were  not  deftroyed.  His  Eminency,  Or, fini 
the  Archbilhop,  was  at  that  time  difeourfmg 
with  a  Gentleman  of  Apice ,  named  John  Bap- 
,  tifi  Regina ,  '  a  great  Confident  of  his  Eminen¬ 
cy,  they  fell  together,  both  being  buried,  tho* 
the  fecond  after  an  hour  and  half,  was  found 
dead  at  the  feet  of  his  Eminency,  and  the 
Cardinal  was  faved  miraculoufly,  there  falling 
upon  him  an  image  in  Paper  of  St.  Phillip 
Nery ,  to  whom  he  is  a  very  great  Dev.otift; 
he  not  having  receiv’d  any  other  hurt  than 
a  few  flight  Wounds  in  his  Head,  and  bruifes 
in  his  Body  :  And  though  he  was  thus  hurt 
y  the  Stones,  and  terrified  by  the  Accident, 

'  ■  '•  -  .  yet 
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vet  regarding  the  Obligation  of  a  zealous  Pa- 
Bo,-  he  rei'olved  to  adminifter  the  Sacraments 
of  Penance  and  Eucharift  to  his  languifhing 
Sheep  that  were  faved  out  of  the  Ruines. 

The  day  following,  his  Eminency  went  to* 
Montefarchio ,  belonging  to  his  Diocefs,  not 
above  eight  miles  diftant  from  Beneventani , 
as  well  to  be  cured,  as  from  thcr.ce  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  the  needs  of  his  Flock,  as  he  had 
done  in  fending  every  day  four  Cart-loads  of 
Bread.  Of  the  Nuns  only  one  is  dead,  and 
fixty  eight  faved  themfelves,  who  mi'racu- 
loufly  going  out  °f  the  Monafteries,  went  alio 
for  Montefarchio ,  where  they  ftill  remain  in 
the  Convent  of  the  Fathers  Soccolants  ;  his 
Eminency  having  affigned  the  Friars  another 
Place;  in  the  mean  time  they  ar.e  maintain¬ 
ed  at  the  charge  of  his  Eminency,  who  is 
come  to  Naples  to  endeavour  to  put  them 
all  into  Monafteries  of  their  own  Religions». 

As  concerning  the  dead,  hitherto  their 
number  is  calculated  to  be  about  q^oo,  and 
800  wounded  ;  and  amongft  the  chief,  the 
Marquefs  of  Tufo,  who  arrived  there  two  hours 
before,  as  he  was  difcourfing  with  other  Gentle¬ 
men  and  Friends  that  went  to  vifit  him,  alii 
being  buried  amongft  the  Stones. 
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In  the  State  of  the  Duke  of  Ma f alone 

i/  * 

there  have  been  great  Damages,  fo  as  eig  ht 
Villages  are  wholly  deftroyed  ;  particularly 
Caretto ,  which  was  the  greateft  and  richeft, 
'  there  being  a  Manufaftory  of  Woollen  Cloth  -, 
fo  that  befides  the  total  Ruine  of  the  Edi¬ 
fices,  the  number  of  the  dead  in  all  the 
faid  State  is  calculated  in  about  eight  thou- 
■fand,  and  eight  hundred  wounded.  And  be- 
caufe  lamentable  Cries  of  People  oppreft 
were  heard  in  feveral  Places,  all  poflible  di¬ 
ligence  was  ufed  to  afford  them  fuch  help 
as  the  neceffity  and  ftraightnefs  of  time  would 
permit  ;  which  was  fo  fuccesfiil,  that  above 
four  hundred  Perfons  were  dig’d  .  out  alive  ; 
and  amongft  them  a  Women  big  with  Child 
miraculoufiy  was  preferved  alive  for  the  Ipace 
of  eleven  days.  Terror  and  dread  in  'thofe 
parts  are  the  more  increafed  by  the  opening 
of  a  Mountain  in  its  Neighbourhood,  no  one 
daring  to  approach  it,  fo  as  to  meafure  the 
largenefs  of  its  Mouth,  fearing  therefrom  a 
greater  than  the  paft  danger.  Thole  which 
are  faved  are  fo  terrified  with  fear,  that  they 
can  hardly  fpeak,  much  lefs  give  a  full  Ac¬ 
count  of  what  hapned.  Of  eighty  Nuns 
that  were  in  the  faid  Village,  only  twenty 

had 
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had  the  Indulgence  from  Heaven  to  remain 
alive  ;  the  which  flay'd  for  fome  days  toge¬ 
ther  under  Huts,  until*  they  were  transferred 
to  Maialoni  h  the  Religious  Perfons  dyed,  all 
except  the  Capacities,  who  being  from  home, 
received  not  any  confiderabie  damage,  tho 
they  were  not  exempted  from  being  hurt  in 
feveral  Places.  The  Villages  of  Lauren%iello 
and  P  ret  croia  felt  the  Chock  more  than  others, 
there  not  remaining  one  Perfori  alive,  who* 
might  carry  the.  unhappy  News  of  fo  great 
a  Misfortune.  Thole  of  Guardia ,  St.  Lauren - 
Pontelandolfo ,  and  of  St.  Lupo,  partly  ra¬ 
in’d,  partly  opened,  and  hurt  in  fieli  a  man¬ 
ner,  that  a  very  light  flaking  would  be 
fufficient  totally  to  demolifh  them.  In  the 
Principality  of  Avellino ,  the  damage  hath  been 
lefs  confiderable ;  in  the  fame  City  the  Church 
was  all  cleft,  and  the  Biihops  Palace,  with 
the  Convent  of  Franciscans  and  its  Church, 
as  alfo  the  Church  of  St.  Mary  of  Con  flan — 
tinople,  are  all  in  part  demoliihed  5  and  to 
fpeak  in  general,  all  the  other  Palaces  and 
Edifices  have  buffered.  The  Villages  of  Scri¬ 
no  and  Atripalda  belonging  to  the  fame  Prince,., 
with  many  other  Houles,  have  fu  tiered  very 
much  i  but  above  all,  the  tremendous; 

fights  * 
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fights  which  compofe  the  Ruines  of  F adula , 
Àpice,  Cajlellopoto ,  and  Mirabella,  draw  Afta- 
iti  foment  j  the  two  firft  wholly  levelled  ;  of 
the  third  there  is  remaining  a  fign  of  the 
Caftle,  and  the’  Foundations  of  the  fourth, 
only  twenty  five  Houfes  of  four  hundred 
and  fifty  which  were  in  it.  In  Montec  aim 
there  fell  about  fixty  or  more  Houfes,  with 
great  mortality  of  Perfons.  Montoro,  likewife 
belonging  to  the  Prince  of  Riccia ,  hath  buf¬ 
fered  vaft  damage,  there  being  fallen  above 
fifty  Houfes,  with  the  Palace  of  the  Barony. 
There  is  no  one  dead  in  this  place,  having 
had  time  to  efcape  ;  and  at  the  fame  time  of 
the  Earthquake  there  fell  from  the  adjacent 
Mountain,  a  very  great  quantity  of  Stones, 
to  fuch  a  degree,  that  they  rooted  up  a  great 
number  of  Trees. 

In  the  Barony  of  Montefufcholi ,  there  is  no 
Place  which  hath  not  felt  the  Broke  of  this 
Scourge  ;  In  Montefufcholi  only  are  fallen  the 
Walls  of  the  great  Church,  the  Cupola ,  the 
Tower  broken  to  pieces,  and  the  remainder  in 
inch  fort  batter’d,  as  that  the  Cannons  cannot 
officiate  ;  wherefore  they  are  gone  to  exercife 
their  ufual  Fun&ions  in  St.  Leonard’s  Church, 
that  having  receiv’d  the  leaft  harm.  Divers 

Houfes 
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Houfes  with  two  Palaces  are  fallen,  but  with 
little  Mortality  of  People.  The  Villages  of 
St.  Nizjrio,  Sc.  Veter  Dellacalvi,  of  St.  Jngilo^  and 
of  St.  Vaulina ,  have  run  the  fame  fad  Fate, 
there  having  perifhed  only  one  Girl  and  one 
old  Woman.  The  City  of  Ariano  is  almoft 
totally  levell’d  :  in  the  City  of  Cava,  above 
one  half  of  the  Cathedral  is  dcmolifhed,  and 
part  of  the  Church  belonging  to  t\it  Franc  if  can 
Fathers.  *  \ 

In  Vitulano,  a  Place  belonging  to  the  Prince 
of  Mohtefarcbio,  there  are  fallen  many  Houfes, 
but  the  damage  has  been  far  greater  in  the 
Villages  of  Figlianefe ,  Tambari ,  Vincente  and 
Vjrfi,  though  not  with  the  deftru&ion  of  ma¬ 
ny  People  ;  who  being  bufie  abroad  in  drelfing 
the  Fields,  were  exempted  from  Per  Tonal  par¬ 
taking  of  the  Ruins,  but  are  now  forced  to 
live  under  poor  Hucts^  their  Houfes  being  all 
deftroy’d. 

The  Tenth  currant,  the  Earchquake  retur¬ 
ning  in  the  Neighbourhood  of  Benevento,  with 
a  far  ftronger  fhock  than  at  fiift,  the  Lands 
belonging  to  the  Families  of  Jlbero  and  Frag- 
nitiellot  were  in  a  manner- all  levelled,  with 
the  death  of  a  great  number  of  People. 
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la  the  State  of  the  Duke  of  Launrizam  it 
hath  likewife  executed  its  fiercenefs,  and  par¬ 
ticularly  in  the  City  of  Jhfe,  one  half  of  it 
aimoft  being  ruinated  }  with  the  Cathedral, 
Cotweat,;  and  Church  of  the  Fraricifcttns ,  with 
the  death  of  above  thirty  Per  Tons..  Pied¬ 
mont  hath  likewife  fuffered  the  like  difafter, 
there  being  fallen  above  thirty  Houfes,  with 
the  Church  and  Steeple  of  the  moft  holy 
A nnmtiata,  but  with  the  Death  only  of  fifteen 
Perfons. 

In  the  Villages  of  Cajlello ,  St.  Gregorio ,  St.  bo¬ 
rito,  Gjoia,  and  its  appurtenances,  as  alfio  the 
Barony  of  Capriata,  Fojfacieca,,  Civr'wio ,  and 
St.  JMary  of  Olivet ,  though  there  are  many 
Houfes  fallen,  yet  there  are  but  about  twen* 
ty  Perfons  killed,  for  that  the  People  were 
bulle  in  the  fields. 

In  the  time  of  the  Earthquake  the  courfe 
of  the  River  failed,  which  runs  through  the 
Paid  Lands  of  Piedmont,  at  the  bottom  of  the 
Mountain  of  CMatefe,  and  after  the  Earth¬ 
quake  was  over,  the  Water  returned  in  grea¬ 
ter  abundance,  but  thick,  {linking,  and  very 
hot,  having  in  the  fame  Mountain  Mateje  bro¬ 
ken  leverai  finali  Mountains  in  funder  j  and 
in  the  Valley  caufed  divers  openings  of  the 
Ground,  with  Springs  of  Water.  In 
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In  the  State  of  Ahignano,  belonging  to  the 
Uncle  of  the  faid  Duke  of  Lauren^ano,  befides 
the  Houfes  which  are  fallen,  and  crack’d  rea- . 
dy  to  fall,  the  Barony  Palace  in  Ahignano  is 
totally  demolifh’d,  with  the  Houfes -round  a» 
bout  it,  the  Church,  with  the  Steeple,  and 
the  Tavern  of  St.  fonante  :  but  not  one  was 
killed,  all  being  abroad  in  the  Fields  ;  and 
divers  Women  that  were  there,  were  miracu- 
loufly  drawn  out  of  the  Ruines  alive. 

In  St.  George,  a  Village  belonging  to  the 
Marquefs  of  Torrecufa ,  there  is  a  Mouth 
opened  about  three  palms  wide,  about  two 
miles  in  length  ;  and  fome  trying  to  meafure 
its  bottom,  could  find  none. 

The  Monaftery  of  the  Nuns  of  St.  Mary 
of  the  He/p,  has  irreparably  fuffer’d  to  fuch 
a  degree,  that  the  whole  Fabrick  being  fal¬ 
len,  the  Nuns  have  been  neceffitated  to  for- 
fake  it,  they  not  being  able  to  find  Recepì 
tion  in  the  Neighbouring  Houfes, .  they  be¬ 
ing  alfo  crack’d  ;  neither  could  they  have 
it  in  the  Palace  over  againft  them,  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Count  D.  Vrancijco  MagnacaVallo, 
whofe  Quality  and  Birth  would  have  recei¬ 
ved  them,  had  not  his  Walls  likewile  been 
falling.  His  Eminency,  the  Archbifhop  Pig- 

-  D  i  natclli, 


nateli}  t  has  caufed  them  to  be  received  into 
the  Trinity  of  Pilgrims,  by  means  of  the 
Cannon  of  Luca,  Protestor  of  that  Mona- 
ftery. 

This  is  only  a  fingle  rough-draught  of 
the  miferable  Tragedy  reprelented  by  Di¬ 
vine  Juftice  in  the  Scene  of  this  Kingdom, 
that  fo  it  may  ferve  as  a  Glafs  to  Pofterity- 
wherein  they  may  behold,  as  it  were  painted, 
thofe  Scourges  which  Heaven  fends  againft 
thofe  who  proftitute  the  Obfèrvances  of  the 
Divine  Precepts.  It  not  being  poffible  to  af- 
cribe  this  fo  rigorous  a  Chaftil'ement  to  ought 
elfe  but  our  own  Sins,  we  hope  through  the 
Divine  Piety,  and  by  the  Tears  and  Penan¬ 
ces  of  fo  many  Innocents  which  invoke  him 
hourly,  he  will  be  pleafed  to  appeafe  his 
Anger,  and  not  to  inflidl  on  us  art  farther 
Chaftifement  than  what  we  have  already 
felt  :  which  God  of  his  Infinite  Mercy  grant, 
Amen.

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The  City  and  Kingdom  of  Naples  de¬ 
fer  i  bed  y  as  they  flood  before  this  dread- 
fid  Earthquake.  ■  ’  :  ■ 

n  H  E  Kingdom  of  is  one  thoufand 

__  five  hundred  miles  in  compafs,  four 
hundred  and  fifty  wide  ;  it  hath  in  it  twenty 
Archbifhops  Seats,  an  hundred-  and  twenty 
five  Bifhops  Scats,  a  thoufand  five  hundred 
Boroughs,  two  Millions  of  Souls,  ten  Tritici» 
palities ,  twenty  three  Vutchies ,  thirty  Marqub 
fates,  fifty  four  Counties  ;  and  about  a  thoufand 
'Baronies ,  whereof  four  hundred  are  ancient  : 
It  can  raife  an  hundred  and  fifty  thoufand 
Foot,  and  an  hundred  thoufand  Horfe.  Its  or*, 
dinary  Squadron  of  Gallies  are  but  twenty! 

As  to  Naples,  the  Metropolis  of  that  King¬ 
dom,  It  is  leated  upon  the  Shore  of  the  Me» 
diterranean  Sea,  and  though  it  be  reckoned  the 
third  of  Italy  for  Greatnefs,  ’tis  the  firft  for 
Strength  and  Neatnefs  ;  and  therefore  defer- 
vedly  called  La.  Gentile.  So  great  are  the  De¬ 
lights  that  Nature  ha^h  allotted  to  this  Place, 
that  5cis  always  reforced  to  by  Perfons  of 
Great  Quality..  The  Streets  are  well  paved 
with  Free-ftones,  large  and  evjen,  the  Houles 

very 
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very  uniform,  flat  on  the  top  to  walk  on,  a 
notable  Convenience  in  thole  hot  Countries. 
Another  like  Accomodation  which  the  City 
hath  againft  the  Heat,  is  the  Mole  ■  which  is 
an  Artificial  Street  running  it  felf  a  quarter 
of  a  mile  into  the  Sea,  whither  all  the  Gen¬ 
try  at  the  Evenings  refort  to  take  the  Frefco. 
The  chief  Palaces  are  the  (lately  Palaces  of 
the  Vtce--Boy,  that  of  Grabma ,  Caraffa,  Ur  fino, 
Salmone ,  Toledo ,  &c.  It  hath  three  Caftles, 
St.  Elmo,  built  by  Charles  the  Fifth,  VoVo,  built 
by  William  the  Third  of  Normandy,  upon  a  Rock 
in  the  Sea-  and  Cajile  Js {uvo,  built  by  Charles,  of 
Anjou ,  defigned  King  of  Naples.  As  for  the 
Churches  here  they  yield  to  none  in  Italy,  be¬ 
ing  very  coftly,  curious,  and  filled  with  Mar» 
ble  and  Brafs  Statues,  and  adorned  with  Noble 
Paintings.  The  Domo  is  ancient,  and  there* 
fore  out  of  mode  a  little,  y  et  it  hath  a  Modern 
Chappel  which  is  very  beautiful,  and  is  one 
of  the  firft  in  Europe ,  both  for  brazen  Statues, 
and  rich  Painting  :  in  this  Chappel  is  the  Tomb 
of  St.  Jannavius ,  Bifhop  of  'Bene vent,  and  now 
Patron  of  this  Town  ;  on  the  left  hand  of  this 
Chappel  without,  lyes  buried  Pope  Innocent 
the  Fourth,  who  ordered  firft  that  Cardinals 
fliould  wear  red  Hats, 
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The  Annunciata  is  both  neat  and  devout, 
the  Cupola  and  Roof  are  well  painted  and 
gilt  :  the  Hofpital  joyning  to  it  is  of  great 
Reception,  as  maintaining  two  thou  fa  nd  fick 
and  decrepid  in  it,  befides  above  eight  hun¬ 
dred  Orphans  and  poor  Children. 

St.  Taulo  is  very  neat,  and  if  you  faw  it 
with  its  bed:  hangings,  you  would  think  it 
one  of  the  neated  Churches  in  Italy  ;  the  Roof 
is  curioufly  painted  and  gilt. 

The  Jefuits  Church  here  is  the  bed  they 
have  in  Italy ,  if  it  be  not  a  little  too  wide  for 
its  length  ;  it  is  rich  in  painting,  Sculptures 
and  Marbles.  The  High  Altar  was  not  fini- 
flied,  but  it  promifed  Wonders. 

-St.  Maria  Nova  the  Trancifcans  Church  is  very 
trim,  with  its  neat  Chappels.  and  Tombs,, 
and  gilt  Roof. 

The  Dominicans  Church  is  very  Glorious,  if 
you  do  not  furprife  it,  and  take  it  before  it 
b?  drefled  ;  1  faw  it  once  in  its  bed  Attire, 
hung  with  a  rich  Suit  of  Embroidered  Hang® 
ings,  which  let  ic  out  with  great  advantage- 
in  the  Sacridy  of  this  Church  are  depofxted 
in  feveral  Coffins,  the  Bodies  of  feveral great 
Perfons,  here  placed  till  their  Tombs  could  be 
made  :  As  of  Alphonjo  the  fird  King  of

and  Jrragon,  of  Queen  Joan  the  unfortunate, 
that  of  an  Emperour  of  Constantinople,  that  of 
Duralo,  that  of  Vajli,  with  divers  others. 

The  Church  of  Olivetani  is  ftately,  here 
lyes  .Alexander  ab  Alexandra,  a  great  Antiqua¬ 
ry  5  here  likewife  is  the  Tomb  of  Brahe 
Marche fe  di  Ttfcara,  firnamed  the  Thunderbolt 
of  War,  with  many  others. 

The  Church  of  St.  John  Carbonare  is  con- 
fiderablc  for  its  felf,  but  much  more  for 
the  ftately  Tomb  of  King  TJobert. 

In  the  Church  of  the  Nunnery,  which 
ftands  at  the  foot  of  the  Hill  as  you  go  to 
the  Curthufians,  I  faw  a  moft  curious  Taber¬ 
nacle  upon  the  Altar,  of  precions  polifhed 
Stones,  it  is  one  of  the  richeft  I  have  feen 
any  where,  except  that  of  Florence. 

The  Carthujian  Church  and  Monaftery, 
called  St.  STiartins,  is  the  moft  fumptuous 
thing  in  all  Europe  lor  a  Monaftery,  whe¬ 
ther  you  regard  its  Situation  or  its  Fabrick; 
It’s  fituated  on  a  high  Hill  under  the  Wing 
of  the  Caftle  of  St.  Elmo ,  the  whole  Qua¬ 
drangle  or  Cloifter  of  this  Monaftery  is  of 
white  Marble  polifhed,  paved  with  Marble 
fquares,  and  adorned  with  Balufter  anc  white 
Marble  Pillars  -  the  Church  exceeds  the  Cloy- 
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fter,  which  at  firft  fight  Teemed  to  exceed  all 
things  :  It’s  wholly  made  up  of  Marble, 
Gilding,  Painting,  and  Inlaying,  and  what¬ 
ever  elfe  of  Art  that  might  conduce  to  its 

Glory. 

This  City  is  exceeding  Populous,  and 
confequently  Vicious,  he  that  defires  to  live 
a  Chaff  Life  muff  not  fet  up  here  ;  for  as 
their  Gardens  are  well  filled  with  Oranges, 
fo  their  Houfes  want  not  Lemmons.  There 
are  ufually  thirty  thoufand  Curte^ans  regi- 
fired,  that  pay  Taxes  for  their  Tleafure. 

Near  unto  Naples  is  Virgàs  Tomb,  upon  a 
high  Rock,  and  the  Cryptea  Neapolitan*  in  the 
Rocky  Mountain  Taufihppiis,  cut  through  very 
high,  fpacious  and  well  paved,  fo  that  for 
the  fpacc  of  a  Mile  two  Coaches  may  go 
on  front  under  the  Earth  :  in  the  midft  of  it 
is  a  i Madonna  with  a  Lamp  always  burning. 
Not  far  off  is  the  Hill  of  Brimjione,  on  which 
neither  Grafs  nor  Herb  grows  but  'tis  all 
white  with  Afhes,  and  ever  calls  out  of  fe- 
veral  holes  a  continual  fmoak  with  Flames, 
making  the  very  Earth  to  boyl  ;  the  Ground 
is  hollow  underneath^  making  a  hideous  noife 
if  ftruck  with  a  Hammer.  On  the  other  fide 
Naples  is  the  Mountain  Fejuy'w,  Brother  to 

E  JEtna, 
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JEtìia,  upon  the  top  whereof  is  a  terrifying 
Spe&acle,  a  Voragp  or  hole  about  three  Miles 
in  Compafs,  and  of  prodigious  depth,  and 
in  the  midft  anew  Hill,  that  ftill  vomits  thick 
Smoak  which  the  Fire  within  hath  raifed, 
and  ftill  daily  encreafeth.  Vlwy  the  Natu- 
ralift,  being  too  inquifitive  after  the  caufe  of 
this  Fire,  loft  his  Life  in  it. 

Thus  by  a  fhort  fcantling  of  what  this 
Noble  City  and  Kingdom  hath  been,  you 
will  be  able  to  make  the  better  Judgment 
of  its  prefent  moft  miferable  Condition,  un¬ 
der  this  heavy  Gorre&ion.  ■
